Tho ‘diiference in value, however, betwoen 
a bill of £ 00 on London here and there fu 
sovereigns is not more than 3 per cent., 
aud would be less but for'soversigns being 
greutly in demand there for romittance to 
India, ‘ This ia owing to the small difficulty 
and risk in sending sovereigns from one. 

er.__A..man,- however, is’ an 
expensive thing to carry about, Ho can. 
‘not ba packed in the hold like a chaffcutter, 
or in the safa like a bag of gold; he mast be 
stowed "this side up with care,” and very 
‘fragila” some find themselves soon after 
the weighing of the anchor!
